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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Claims 1 -5 Applicant argues that 
Phillips reference does not teach setting a transmit level and automatically selecting a contrast agent imaging parameter in response to 
the transmit level. Examiner would like to point out that in Fig. 3 and Fig. 5 of the Phillips reference Fig. 3 element 36 and Fig. 5 element 
78 discloses setting a transmit level and Fig. 3 element 40 and Fig. 5 element 86 and 94 discloses applyinga a detection techinique (an 
imaging parameter as disclosed in Claim 1 of the present application.), 

Applicant argues that the detection technique is just applied, examiner would like to point out that the detection technique is applied in 
response to the transmit setting (Fig. 3 and 5) and hence all the limiations of Claims 1-5 have been met by the Phillips reference.
